*wenty-fifth 
Quadrennial 
Session' 
Adjourns Finallj. 


Baltimore. Juue 2.—The twenty-fifth 
Quadrennial session of the general con- 
ference of the 
Methodist 
Episcopal 
church, which has been in 
progress 
since Wednesday, May 6, adjourned 
finally Monday n i g h t 


Legislation of great importance to 
the church was enacted, and more was 
accomplished than on any day of the 
meeting. 
One of the most important 
matters acted upon was the changing 
of the time-honored term of "presiding 
elder" to "district superintendent." 


After a prolonged debate the confer- 
ence decided to take the time limit off 
the probationary membership in the 
churclies and to make it possible for 
the stewards and class leaders to or- 
der the admission of an applicant for 
full membership on the approval of 
the pastor. 


By an almost unanimous vote the 
body turned down a proposition from 
the general assembly of the Presby- 
terian church, now meeting in Kan- 
sas City, to set aside a day of the year 
to bo known as mothers' day. 


An importaut matter not disposed 
of was paragraph 248 of the discipline 
cencernlng amusements. 
The board 
of bishops recommended its modifica- 
tion, but the committee on the state 
of the church opposed the change. It 
was presented by the committee, but 
sidetracked. 


Other reports were rushed through 
the conference with the greatest dis- 
patch, 
The "sifting 
committee," 
which began work on Saturday, pre- 
sented the most important reports and 
business for consideration. 
Proposed 
amendments were laid on the table in 
most cases with the greatest 
haste. 
Questions which a few days ago would 
have required an entire session for dls- 
cusslon were unanimously adopted af- 
ter being hurriedly read.

SUNDAY BATS OUT A FEW 


fwenty-fifth Quadrennial 
Senion’ 
Adjourns Finally. 


Baltimore, June 2.—The twenty-fifth 
quadrennial session of the general con­ 
ference of the 
Methodist Episcopal 
church, which has been in progress 
since Wednesday, May 6, adjourned 
finally Monday night. 


Legislation of great importance to 
the church was enacted, and more was 
accomplished than on any day of the 
meeting. 
One of the most important 
matters acted upon was the changing 
of the time-honored term of “presiding 
elder” to “district superintendent.” 
After a prolonged debate the confer­ 
ence decided to take the time limit off 
the probationary membership in the 
churches and to make it possible for 
the stewards and class leaders to or­ 
der the admission of an applicant for 
full membership on the approval of 
the pastor. 


By an almost unanimous vote the 
body turned down a proposition from 
the general assembly of the Presby­ 
terian church, now meeting In Kan­ 
sas City, to set aside a day of the year 
to be known as mothers' day. 


An important m atter not disposed 
of was paragraph 248 of the discipline 
cencerning amusements. 
The board 
of bishops recommended its modifica­ 
tion, but the committee on the state 
of the church opposed the change. It 
was presented by the committee, but 
sidetracked. 


Other reports were rushed through 
the conference with the greatest dis­ 
patch. 
The “sifting 
committee,*' 
which began work on Saturday, pre­ 
sented the most important reports and 
business for consideration. 
Proposed 
amendments were laid on the table in 
most cases with the greatest haste. 
Questions which a few days ago would 
have required an entire session for dis. 
cussion were unanimously adopted af­ 
ter being hurriedly read.

in Running 


Her Own Street Car Lines

HE nrivate company predicted failure, said the city would go 
bankrupt. So they refused to sell the council their cars, be- 
cause they expected the system to come back to them in a 
short time. 
., 
The first thing the city did was to reduce the hours and 


increase the wages of the employes. Then free 
uniforms 


were added, along with five days' holiday each year on pay. 
This increased consideration for the employes now costs the 
department something like $500,000 a year. The councU 


did not stop here. Hauls were lengthened and fares cut down 33 percent. To- 
day one may ride a half-mile for a cent; two and one-third miles for two cents, 
and three and a half miles for three cents. For fares are arranged on th« 
zone system. You pay for what you get. The main thing is, what does the 
average rider pay? In 1905 it was 1.89 cents, while the average fare charged 
per mile was nine-ten^ ^ of a cent. Of the 195,000,000 passengers carried, 30 
percent paid but one cent, CO percent but two cents, and only 10 percent of 
the total number carried paid more than the latter sum. All fares in excess 
of two cents might be abolished and the earnings would hardly show it. 


And the cost to the city for carrying the average passenger (not including 


interest charges) was just under one cent in 1905. An examination of the 
earnings and expenses shows ttat the Glasgow tramway could pay all operat. 
ing expenses, could maintain the system, could pay local taxes the same as 
a private company, and still carry passengers at a universal fare of one cent. 
It could do this and make money. On the basis of last year's earnings it would 
make about 575,000 even if there was no increase in traffic. For the operating 
expenses and maintenance charge in 1905 were $1,884,150. If the 19a,76*,ol3 
passengers carried had paid one cent each, the earnings would have oeen 
$1,957,675.—From Scribner's.

COMPETENT authority on things Chinese states that during 
the -fast two 5 ears China has made more real advancement 
than in the previous millennium. That his judgment

sound is apparent to those who" enjoy the vantage point of a 
residence in Pekin. It has long been predicted that changes 
would be surprising in their speed, bat the most sanguine 
had nee hoped for what is taking place. 


In passing through Pekin, the streets seem to be the- 


rnost striking phenomenon. Three years ago there seemed 


little hope that the black mud, and the disgusting sights and stenches would 
ever give place to anything better. The board that had been appointed to re- 
pair the streets was considered to have an Augean task and was the butt of 
many facetious remarks, ^scw the broad thoroughfares are fast being convert- 
ed into handsome avenues. The central portion, a strip of about seven yards 
in width, is being well macadamized with the aid of steam rollers. This is 
flanked on each side by shallow drains of brickwork, a row of trees, an un- 
paved strip of five yards in good repair, then a curbed sidewalk of varying 
width, cheaply cemented with pounded lime and earth. The building line has 
been straightened, necessiia-ing the rebuilding of many shops, the rehabilita- 
tion of which is in keeping, with the rest. Long-forgotten sewers hare been 
reopened, and places of conveniences erected, the use of which is made compul- 
sory, Innumerable unsightly sheds which have occupied" half the roadway are 
being removed, forever, it is hoped, and the squatters have sought other fields 
in which to ply their trades. The new roadways are guarded by uniformed 
police in their sentry boi.es. and kept in order by numerous laborers. Fine 
telephone poles, strung with countless copper wires, replace the topsy-turvy 
line of the last few years. The telephone is no longer a curiosity, but is fast 
becoming a necessity to progressive business men.—From The Century.

? Do Wild Animals Die?

HERE do wild animals die and what becomes of them 


after death? The question is simple enough and easily an- 
swered in some cases, but extremely difficult in other cases. 
In a large number of'cases the animals are killed by other 
animals or by man and eaten. They find their graves in 
the maw of their enemy, who in turn may find his grave in 
the stomach of some other more powerful creature. Of all 
living creatures man is the most bloodthirsty, and more an- 
imals fall victims to his greed, cruelty or appetite than to 


the murderous instincts of carnivorous or other animals. 


It has been asserted that man is compelled to kill to prevent an excessive 


increase ia the number of animals which would threaten his very existence. 
The mission of the carnivorous animals seems to be a similar one. In Rus- 
sia 180,000 head of cattle and other large animals and 560,000 smaller animals 
are killed by wolves every year, not counting the poultry which becomes their 
prey.Some have made the assertion that certain animals, when they feel the 
approach of death, retire to some hiding place, a cave, hollow tree, or some 
crevice in the rocks, and there await the end. That may be true and is decid- 
edly probable, but does not explain the fact that only in rare cases are the re- 
mains of dead animals found in such places. It has often been commented 
ation that even in the districts where monkeys are abundant dead monkeys are 
scarcely ever found. Ancient writers like Pliny speak with remarkable eru- 
dition of the age which certain domestic and wild animals reach, but their 
writings throw no light upon the question as to what becomes of the animals 
after death. The number of carcasses and skeletons which are actually found 
is fr too small to give a satisfactory evplanation of the puzzling question which 
is still witing for its Oedipus.—Chicago Tribune.

SUGGESTS KELVIN'S NAME. 


Proposed New Term For an Electrical 


Unit. 


A suggestion of much interest comes 
from England. 
It is that tho name 
"kelvin" be adopted for the kilowatt- 
hour or (in England) Board of Ti'ade 
unit. 
The 
kilowatt-hour, 
being a 
measure of practical electrical work, 
is one of the most frequently used of 
all the electrical units and one with 
which the general public is perhaps 
as familiar as any other. 
The pro- 
posal that the memory of Lord Kelvin 
by applying his name to this unit is 
now revived, for it v,^as originally 
made a number of years ago, during 
the great man's lifetime, 


American electrical engineers will 
be sure to give this proposal a cor- 
dial welcome and careful considera- 
tion, says the Western Electrician. 
Aside from honoring a man whom all 
delight to honor, the word "kelvin," 
with two syllables, is shorter 
and 
more 
euphonious 
than 
"kilowatt- 
hour," with four. 


The subject is one of considerable 
importance, for the word "kelvin," if 
it should be finally sanctioned by in- 
ternational agreement, will 
be in 
daily use among practical electrical 
men. 
Such objections as there may 
be to the word should therefore be 
carefully considered at the present 
time, before the recommendation is 
finally adopted by the commission.— 
Philadelphia Record.

than in the ^previous millennium.

sound is apparent to thos'e whtf enjoy the vantage point of a 
residence in Pekin. It has long been predicted that changes 
would be surprising in their speed, but the most sanguine 
had not hoped for what is taking place. 


In passing through Pekin, the streets seem to be the^i 
most striking phenomenon. 
Three years ago there seemed 
little hope that the black mud, and the disgusting sights and stenches would 
ever give place to anything better. 
The board that had been appointed to re- 
pair the streets was considered to have an Augean task and was the butt of 
many facetious remarks. 
I^ow the broad thoroughfares are fast being convert- 
ed into handsome avenues. 
The central portion, a strip of about seven yards 
in width, is being well macadamized with the aid of steam rollers. 
This 
is 
flanked on each side by shallow drains of brickwork, a row of trees, an 
un- 
paved strip of five yards in good repair, then a curbed sidewalk 
of varying 
width, cheaply cemented with pounded lime and earth. 
The building line has 
been straightened, necessitating the rebuilding of many shops, the rehabilita- 
tion of which is in keeping, with the rest; Long-forgotten sewers have been 
reopened, and places of conveniences erected, the use of which is made compul- 
sory, 
Innumerable unsightly sheds which have occupied half the roadway are 
being removed, forever, it is hoped, and the squatters have sought other fields 
in which to ply their trades. 
The new roadways are guarded by uniformed 
police in their sentry box;es, and kept in order by numerous laborers. 
Fine 
telephone poles, strung with countless copper wires, replace the topsy-turvy 
'line of the last few years. 
The telephone is no longer a curiosity, but Is fast 
becoming a necessity to progressive business men,—From The Century.

The question Is simple enough and easily an- 
swered in some cases, but extremely difficult in other cases. 
In a large number of cases the animals are killed by other 
animals or by man and eaten. 
They find their graves in 
the maw of their enemy, who in turn may find his grave In 
the stomach of some other more powerful creature. 
Of all 
living creatures man Is the most bloodthirsty, and more an- 
imals fall victims to his greed, cruelty or appetite than to 
1 the murderous instincts of carnivorous or other animals. 


It has been asserted that man Is compelled to kill to prevent an excessive 
increase in the number of animals which would threaten his very existence. 
The mission of the carnivorous animals seems to be a similar one. 
In Rus- 
sia 1 8 0 , 0 0 0 head of cattle and other large animals and 5GO,000 smaller animals 
are killed by wolves every year, not counting the poultry which becomes their 
prey» 


Some have made the assertion that certain animals, when they feel the 
approach of death retire to some hiding place, a cave, hollow tree, or some 
crevice in the rocks, and there await the end. That may be true and Is decid- 
edly probable, but does not explain the fact that only In rare cases are the re- 
mains of dead animals found in such places. 
It has often been commented 
upon that even in the districts where monkeys are abundant dead monkeys are 
scarcely ever found. Ancient writers like Pliny speak with remarkable eru- 
dition of the age which certain domestic and wild animals reach, but 
their 
writings throw no light upon the question as to what becomes of the animals 
after death. The number of carcasses and skeletons which are actually found 
is ir too small to give a satisfactory evplanation of the puzzling question which 
Is still witing for its Oedipus,—Chicago Tribune.

SUGGESTS KELVIN’S NAME. 


P roposed New T erm F o r a n E lectrical 


Unit. 


A suggestion of much interest comes 
from England. 
It is that tho name 
“lcelvin” be adopted for the kilowatt- 
hour 01* (in England) Board of Ti’ade 
unit. 
The 
kilowatt-hour, 
being a 
measure of practical electrical work, 
is one of the most frequently used of 
all the electrical units and one with 
which the general public is perhaps 
as familiar as any other. 
The pro­ 
posal that the memory of Lord Kelvin 
by applying liis name to this unit is 
now revived, for it was originally 
made a number of years ago, during 
the great man’s lifetime. 


American electrical engineers will 
be sure to give this proposal a cor­ 
dial welcome and careful considera­ 
tion, says the Western Electrician. 
Aside from honoring a man whom all 
delight to honor, the word “kelvin,” 
with two syllables, is shorter and 
more 
euphonious 
than 
“kilowatt- 
hour,” with four. 


The subject is one of considerable 
importance, for the word “kelvin,” if 
it should be finally sanctioned by in­ 
ternational agreement, will 
be in 
daily use among practical electrical 
men. 
Such objections as there may 
be to the word should therefore be 
carefully considered at the present 
time, before the recommendation is 
finally adopted by the commission.—

HE private company predicted failure, said the city would go 
bankrupt. So they refused to sell the council tlicir cars, be­ 
cause they expected the system to come back to them in a 
short time. 


The first thing tho city did was to reduce tho hours and 
increase the wages of the employes. Then free 
uniforms 
were added, along with five days’ holiday each year on pay. 
This increased consideration for the employes now costs the 
department something like $500,000 a year. The 
council 
did not stop here. Hauls were lengthened and fares cut down 33 percent. To* 
day one may ride a half-mile for a cent; two and one-third miles for two cents, 
and three and a half miles for three cents. For fares are arranged on the 
zone system. You pay for what you get. The main thing is, what does the 
average rider pay? In 1905 it was 1.89 cents, while the average faro charged 
per mile was nine-tenti j of a cent. Of the 105,000,000 passengers carried, 30 
percent paid but one cent, GO percent but two cents, and only 10 percent of 
the total number carried paid more than the latter sum. All fares in excess 
of two cents might be abolished and the earnings would hardly show it. 


And the cost to the city for carrying the average passenger (nbt Including 
Interest charges) was just under one cent in 1905. An examination of the 
earnings and expenses shows that the Glasgow tramway could pay all operat* 
ing expenses, could maintain the system, could pay local taxes the same as 
a private company, and still carry passengers at a universal fare of one cent. 
It could do this and make money. On the basis of last year’s earnings it would 
make about $75,000 even if there w as no increase in traffic. For the operating 
expenses and maintenance charge in 1905 were $1,884,150. If the 195,767,519 
passengers carried had paid one cent each, the earnings would have been 
$1,957,675.—From Scribner’s. 


& Improvements in Pekin

More Real Advance in China in the Last 
Two Years Than in Previous Millennium.

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COMPETENT authority on things Chinese states that during 
the ^ast two years China has made more real advancement 
than in the 'previous millennium. That his judgment 
is? 
sound is apparent to thos'e whef enjoy the vantage point of a 
residence in Pekin. It has long been predicted that changes 
would be surprising in their speed, but the most sanguine 
had not hoped for what is taking place. 


In passing through Pekin, the streets seem to be the* 
most striking phenomenon. Three years ago there seemed 
little hope that the black mud, and the disgusting sights and stenches would 
ever give place to anything better. The board that had been appointed to re­ 
pair the streets was considered to have an Augean task and was the butt of 
many facetious remarks. Now the broad thoroughfares are fast being convert­ 
ed into handsome avenues. The central portion, a strip of about seven yards 
in width, is being well macadamized with the aid of steam rollers. This is 
flanked on each side by shallow drains of brickwork, a row of trees, an un­ 
paved strip of five yards in good repair, then a curbed sidewalk of varying 
width, cheaply cemented with pounded lime and earth. The building line has 
been straightened, necessitating the rebuilding of many shops, the rehabilita­ 
tion of which is in keeping, with the rest; Long-forgotten sewers have been 
reopened, and places of conveniences erected, the use of which is made compul­ 
sory, Innumerable unsightly sheds which have occupied half the roadway are 
being removed, forever, it is hoped, and the squatters have sought other fields 
in which to ply their trades. The new roadways are guarded by uniformed 
police in their sentry bo\es, and kept in order by numerous laborers. Fino 
telephone poles, strung with countless copper wires, replace the topsy-turvy 
line of the last few years. The telephone is no longer a curiosity, but is fast 
becoming a necessity to progressive business men.—From The Century.

W ild Animals Vie? 


By Dr. Theodore Zell. 


HERB do wild animals die and what becomes of them 
after death? The question Is simple enough and easily an­ 
swered in some cases, but extremely difficult in other cases. 
In a large number of cases the animals are killed by other 
animals or by man and eaten. They find their graves in 
the maw of their enemy, who in turn may find his grave in 
the stomach of some other more powerful creature. Of all 
living creatures man is the most bloodthirsty, and more an­ 
imals fall victims to his greed, cruelty or appetite than to 
the murderous instincts of carnivorous or other animals. 


It has been asserted that man is compelled to kill to prevent an excessive 
increase in the number of animals which would threaten his very existence. 
The mission of the carnivorous animals seems to be a similar one. In Rus­ 
sia 180,000 head of cattle and other large animals and 500,000 smaller animals 
are killed by wolves every year, not counting the poultry which becomes their 
prey. 


Some have made the assertion that certain animals, when they feel the 
approach of death, retire to some hiding place, a cave, hollow tree, or some 
crevice in the rocks, and there await the end. That may be true and is decid­ 
edly probable, but does not explain the fact that only in rare cases are the re­ 
mains of dead animals found in such places. It has often been commented 
upon that even in the districts where monkeys are abundant dead monkeys are 
scarcely ever found. Ancient writers like Pliny speak with remarkable eru­ 
dition of the age which certain domestic and wild animals reach, but their 
writings throw no light upon the question as to what becomes of the animals 
after death. The number of carcasses and skeletons which are actually found 
is fr too small to give a satisfactory evplanation of the puzzling question which 
is still wlting for its Oedipus,—Chicago Tribune.

There is much of interest to riders 
generally, but particularly to United 
States cavalryjnen, in reports that have 
cóme from South Africa of somejof the 
long, hard rides made there by tho 
British mounted troops, 
The 
ac^ 
counts of some of these rapid forced 
marches of cavalry aro lacking iu de- 
tail, but the specific statement is mado 
that a squadron of tho Natal Mounted 
Rifles recently rodo eighty-fivo miles 
in twelve consecutive hours, Tho Eng- 
lish press speaks of rides of sixty miles 
by detached cavalry troops which are 
completed within the limit of tho day- 
light hours, and these achievements 
of the troopers and their mounts aro 
spoken of as though they wero of 
frequent ooourr^ce. 
At first thought 
it may not appear that 
thoso rides 
are particularly remarkable, but tho 
fact must be taken into consideration 
that bodies of troops and not single 
individuals are concerned, and whero 
this is the case tho rapidity of the

Long Marches of British Cavalry, 


There is much of interest to riders 
generally, but particularly to United 
States cavalrymen, m reports that havo 
¿¿me from South Africa of somejof the 
long, hard rides made there by tho 
British mounted troops. 
The ac^ 
counts of some of these rapid forced 
marches of cavalry are lacking in de­ 
tail, but the specific statement is made 
that a squadron of tho Natal Mounted 
Rifles recently rode eighty-five miles 
in twelve consecutive hours. The Eng­ 
lish press speaks of rides of sixty miles 
by detached cavalry troops which are 
completed within tho limit of tho day­ 
light hours, and these achievements 
of the troopers and their mounts aro 
spoken of as though they were of 
frequent occurrence. 
At first thought 
it may not appear that these rides 
are particularly remarkable, but tho 
faot must be taken into consideration 
that bodies of troops and not single 
individuals are concerned, and whero 
this is the case tho rapidity of the 
march must necessarily be gauged by 
tho rapidity and endurance of tho 
poorest horse in the outfit. 
Moreover, 
each animal engaged has to carry 
weight of man and equipment to an 
average amount of £50 pounds. Many 
of the horses used by tho English 
troopers are American bred, and a 
natural interest in this couutry is 
added to tho rides, for it gives a chance 
to “ get a line” on tho endurance of 
the American animal under absolutely 
strange climate conditions.

Carlisle —Robbers almost depleted the 
stock of Kirssiu’s clothing store at New 
Cumberland, having successfully gottyw;

Brockton, Mass.—The bodies of Grace 
und Thomas Ball, the two small chil­ 
dren of Mrs* Mary Ball, were found bur­ 
ied in a field here Saturday, The moth­ 
er, who became demented, wandered 
away with the children early in Decem­ 
ber. She returned alone, but could tell 
nothing of the whereabouts of the young 
ones. 
The woman is in au insane 
asylum. No trace of the little ones was 
found until Saturday, despite mouths of 
search, in which hundreds of persons 
joined. It is believed tho mother killed 
the children, but decomposition had ad 
vanced so far when the bodies wore 
found that the medical examiner found 
it impossible to give the exact cause of 
death. Thomas Ball was 7 years old 
and his sister two years younger. 


The body of Francis Bloom, the de­ 
faulting bookkeeper of tho Suubury 
Trust Company, who has been missing 
from his home for twenty days, was 
found iu tho Shamokin creek, stream of 
water and coal dirt which ruus through 
Sunbury not far distant from Bloom’s 
residence. On May 0 Bloom’s actions in 
trying to change tho figures of his books 
at tho bank excited the suspicion of the 
bank examiner and when Bloom left the 
bank at the supper hour ho stated that 
he would return to the bank iu the ear­ 
ly evening. Later he left his home and 
this was the last seen or heard of him 
until tho discovery of his dead body iu 
tho creek,

The 
annual report of William L. Post, 


at the close of 1907 there were 3,- 
065,002 books and pamphlets 
on 


hand. During the twelve months of 
1907, 642,599 books had been dis- 
tributed to libraries, and under the 
exchange or clearing house plan that 
has been put in vogue the Superin- 
tendent received in his-turn 407,716 
books. 
fcThis," says the Superin- 


tendent in his report, "represents 
only a small part of the accumulation 
which the libraries 'are desirous of 
turning over, but which up to this 
time we have been unable from lack 
of sufficient competent help or stor- 
age space to receive." 


Some libraries a Nuisance. 


Under the statute which governs 


the distribution of public documents, 
which of course refers to books, maps 
and all other sorts of printed matter, 
the Superintendent shall "sell at cost 
any public document the distribution 
of which is not specifically directed 
in the law." That distribution which 
is directed applies to the quota, al- 
lowed .Senators and Members of Con- 
gress, the number that may be called 
for by the heads of departments and 
those that are sent to the various li- 
braries throughout the country. All 
public libraries are oa the free list, 
as are also all libraries that are con- 
nected with schools, colleges and 
other educational institutions. 


Mr. Post has done his utmost to 


spread this good news among the 
library officials of the country, but it 
is apparent that his efforts have not 
been entirely successful. "It is some- 
what disconcerting," he writes in his 
report, "to correspond almost weekly 
with certain libaries, furnish them in- 
structions relative K> the supply of 
books and do all in our power to con- 
vince them the proper place to apply 
for public documents or for informa- 
tion concerning them is this office, 
and then have them write to a mem- 
ber of Congress or their Senator re- 
questing him to intercede with this 
office in order to secure the receipt of 
something desired, or, worse still, ad- 
dress their communications to the 
Public Printer or the Librarian of 
Congress, causing extra clerical labor 
to those already overburdened offi- 
cials. 


"One startling instance of unpar- 


donable ignorance was revealed by 
the return of a question circular from 
a library which had been a depository 
since 185Sr and had been receiving 
the usual shipments and invoices ever 
since that date, with the statement 
that so far as they knew they were 
not a depository, and that if they_ 
were, "When and by whom were they 
designated?' In such an instance 
words are useless, but this case is 
cited as an extreme of which there 
are many alike ia kind, if not in de- 
gree." 


If the book dealers of the country 


were able to employ the United States 
mail and work it as hard as they 
pleased without paying postage they 
might reduce the price of their wares 
to a considerable extent. Uncle Sara's 
book store has the postal service at 
its back and uses it all the time. If 
the Postmaster-General has any ob- 
jection to the program he has not yet 
voiced it; and even if he had, he 
would not say so, for the law makes 
him the drayman for the Superin- 
tendent of Documents. Last year, for 
instance, the big book store sent to 
the 
postofSee 
175,000 
packages, 


which weighed "approximately 500 
tons," according to Mr. Post's inter- 
esting report. The greatest part of 
this tremendous bulk was carried as 
registered mail. By using the post- 
office^the Government book store man 
is able to save the cost of express, 
and, in the city of Washington, the 
wages of messengers and delivery 
boys. If a public official or Congress- 
man wishes a certain book or docu- 
ment, presto! it is dropped into the 
mail bos oa the corner and the meek 
and busy postman must carry it to its 
destination.

If the citizens of this country have 
any money to spend on books the 
Government will help them to spend 
it, 
writes the Washington 
corre- 
spondent of the New York Tribune. 
That Uncle Sam wants to convert his 
ofllclal documents into cash is proved 
by a number of remarkable adver- 
tisements which have been Inserted in 
various current publications through- 
out the United States within the last 
I few weeks, and that the "ads" are 
catching the dollars is proved by the 
fact that Uncle Sam's book business 
Is booming. 


According to the advertisements, 
all the lore of the ages is on tap at 
the oillce of the Superintendent of 
Documents, here in Washington, and 
may be obtained at regular giveaway 
rates. 
Indeed, the "ads" remind the 
reader of the prospectus of a get- 
rlch-qulck promoter or the announce- 
ment of an after holiday bargain sale 
at a department store. 


"When you want to know all that 
is known on any particular subject," 
the 
glowing 
advertisement 
reads, 
"find out what the Government has 
published regarding it. 
Any of the 
Government publications may be ob- 
tained for the cost of printing." 


Then the "ad" cites as especial 
bargains "The Records of the Vir- 
ginia Company of London," in two 
volumes, which is dirt cheap for $4 
of any one's money, and "The Life 
and Morals of Jesus of Nazareth," 
commonly known as "The Jefferson 
Bible," which is to be sacrificed so 
long as they last at $2.50, which was 
actual cost. 


When you can gather in bargains 
like that what's the use of spending 
large quantities of real money with 
the book dealer around the corner? 
If for five or ten cents you can write 
to Uncle Sam and receive by return 
mail "all that is known on any par- 
ticular subject" would it not be al- 
most critninal to let the precious mo- 
ments glide without acting? 


Many of those who have notice^ 
the alluring advertisements of the 
Superintendent of Documents thought 
possibly that it was another catch- 
penny bid of some sort, another dol- 
lar-gold-piece-f6r-a-penny affair, and 
hesitated about "biting." 
Few per- 
sons outside of Washington know 
that their Uncle Sam is engaged in 
selling books and pamphlets; certain- 
ly those who are on the mailing lists 
of Senators and Congressmen need 
not care, for they Can get almost any 
of the Government publications for 
the 
asking and without 
postage 
charges. 
But he is in that business, 
nevertheless, and is doing pretty well 
at It, thank you. 


Last Saturday his receipts for the 
sale of books amounted to $500, and 
on Monday, which is usually a dull 
day with the Government book man, 
he sold various printed documents 
and volumes to the amount of $475— 
and got the money. 
During the year 
1907 his sales reached a total of $32,- 
172.88, 
This is a respectable show- 
ing, as every one will admit, espe- 
cially when one is told that the first 
year the Government book store was 
in 
business, 
1896, the receipts 
amounted to only $889.90. From the 
way the sales are growing the Super- 
intendent hopes to see the grand to- 
tal of 1908 pretty close to the $60,- 
000 mark. 


All Sales "Velvet." 


The chief beauty of the business at 
the Government book store is the 
fact that it is all "velvet," or profit. 
The stock costs ;iothing, if you look 
at it from the point of view of the 
Superintendent of Documents, for It 
is 
continually 
accumulating, and 
would accumulate anyway, whether 
the book store was running or not. 
Every copy of the Congressional Rec- 
ord, every farmers' bulletin issued by 
the Department of Agriculture, every 
report, document, book, map, chart 
or leafiet of whatever kind, sort or 
description that comes off the great 
presses in the Government Printing 
Office is shipped to the Superintendent 
of Documents. 
These copies are sent 
to him by the hundred thousand, and 
they remain on the shelves or in the 
monstrous pigeon holes of the did 
gray building at North Capitol and 
H streets until they are called for by 
some ofllclal who has the right to 
call, are given away to libraries or 
churches, or are sold dirt cheap by 
the book man. 


Few persons either in or out of the 
Government service have any con- 
ception of the number of books and 
papers that are stored away in some 
of the old Washington buildings. The 
annual report of William L, Post, 
Superintendent of Documents, which 
has just left the printer, shows that" justrated work in two volumes' 


at the close of 1907 there were 3,- 
065,002 books and pamphlets on 
hand. 
During the twelve months of 
1907, 642,599 books had been dis- 
tributed to libraries, and under the 
exchange or clearing house plan that 
has been put in vogue the Superin- 
tendent received in his-turn 407,716 
books. 
" This," says the Superin- 
tendent in his report, "represents 
only a small part of the accumulation 
which the libraries are desirous of 
turning over, but which up to this 
time we have been unable from lack 
of sufficient competent help or stor- 
age space to receive," 


Some Libraries a Niilsaucc. 


Under the statute which governs 
the distribution of public documents, 
which of course refers to books, maps 
and all other sorts of printed matter, 
the Superintpndent shall "sell at cost 
any public document the distribution 
of which is not specifically directed 
in the law," That distribution which 
is directed applies to the quota al- 
lowed ^Senators and Members of Con- 
gress, Ihe number that may be called 
for by the heads of departments and 
those that are sent to the various li- 
braries throughout the country. All 
public libraries are on the free list, 
as are also all libraries that are con- 
nected 
with 
schools, colleges and 
other educational institutions. 


Mr. Post has done his utmost to 
spread this good news among the 
library officials of the country, but It 
is apparent that his efforts have not 
been entirely successful. "It Is some- 
what disconcerting," he writes in his 
report, "to correspond almost weekly 
with certain libaries, furnish them .in- 
structions relative to the supply of 
books and do all in our power to con- 
vince them the proper place to apply 
for public documents or for informa- 
tion concerning them is this office, 
and then have-them write to a mem- 
ber of Congress or their Senator re- 
questing him to intercede^ with this 
office in order to secure the receipt of 
something desired, or, worse still, ad- 
dress their communications to the 
Public Printer or the Librarian of 
Congress, causing extra clerical labor 
to those already overburdened offi- 
cials. 


"One startling instance of unpar- 
donable ignorance was revealed by 
the return of a question circular from 
a library which had been a depository 
since 185 8, and had been receiving 
the usual shipments and invoices ever 
since that date, with the statement 
that so far as they knew they were 
not a depository, and that if they^ 
were, 'When and by whom were they 
designated?' In such an instance 
words are useless, but this case is 
cited as an extreme of which there 
are many alike in kind, if not in de- 
gree." 


If the book dealers of the country 
were able to employ the United States 
mail and work it as hard as they 
pleased without paying postage they 
might reduce the price of their wares 
to a considerable extent. Uncle Sam's 
book store has the postal service at 
its back and uses it all the time. If 
the Postmaster-General has any ob- 
jection to the program he has not yet 
voiced it; and even if he had, he 
would not say so, for the law makes 
him the drayman for the Superin- 
tendent of Documents. Last year, for 
instance, the big book store sent to 
the 
postoffice 
175,000 
packages, 
which weighed "approximately 500 
tons," according to Mr. Post's inter- 
esting report. 
The greatest part of 
this tremendous bulk was carried aa 
registered mail. 
By using the post- 
office,the Government book store man 
is able to save the cost of express, 
and, in the city of Washington, the 
wages of messengers and delivex^y 
boys. If a public official or Congress- 
man wishes a centain book or docu- 
ment, presto! it is dropped into the 
mail box on the corner and the meek 
and busy postman must carry it to its 
destination. 


An idea of the almqst limitless va- 
riety and volume of publications that 
are on sale at the shop of the Super- 
intendent of Documents may be de- 
rived from the fact that the catalogue 
contains works on almost every sub- 
ject under the sun from bread mak- 
ing to the care of the Qhickens, from 
the explorations of the Canadian 
glaciers to the attempts on the life 
of the cotton boll-weevll. 
Nearly all 
the farmers' bulletins, which are put 
out by the Agricultural Department 
for the benefit of those who till the 
soil, are sold at five and ten cents 
each. 
The most expensive publica- 
tion in the entire list of over 3,000,- 
000 publications is "The History of 
the Capitol," by Glenn Brown, which, 
sells for f20. It is a magnificently il-

If the citizens of this country have 
any money to spend on books the 
Government will help them to spend 
it, writes the Washington corre­ 
spondent of the New York Tribune. 
That Uncle Sam wants to convert his 
official documents into cash is proved 
by a number of remarkable adver­ 
tisements which have been inserted in 
various current publications through­ 
out the United States within the last 
j few weeks, and that the “ads” are 
catching the dollars is proved by the 
fact that Uncle Sam’s book business 
is booming. 


According to the advertisements, 
all the lore of the ages is on tap at 
the office of the Superintendent of 
Documents, here in Washington, and 
may be obtained at regular giveaway 
rates. 
Indeed, the “ads” remind the 
reader of the prospectus of a get- 
rich-quick promoter or the announce­ 
ment of an after holiday bargain sale 
at a department store. 


“When you want to know all that 
is known on any particular subject,” 
the 
glowing 
advertisement reads, 
“find out what the Government has 
published regarding it. 
Any of the 
Government publications may be ob­ 
tained for the cost of printing.” 


Then the “ad” cites as especial 
bargains “The Records of the Vir­ 
ginia Company of London,” in two 
volumes, which is dirt cheap for $4 
of any one’s money, and “The Life 
and Morals of Jesus of Nazareth,” 
commonly known as “The Jefferson 
Bible,” which is to be sacrificed so 
long as they last at $2.50, which was 
actual cost. 


When you can gather in bargains 
like that what's the use of spending 
large quantities of real money with 
the book dealer around the corner? 
If for five or ten cents you Can write 
to Uncle Sam and receive by return 
mail “all that is known on any par­ 
ticular subject” would it not be al­ 
most criminal to let the precious mo­ 
ments glide without acting? 


Many of those who have notice^ 
the alluring advertisements of the 
Superintendent of Documents thought 
possibly that it was another catch­ 
penny bid of some sort, another dol- 
lar-gold-piece-f&r-a-penny affair, and 
hesitated about “biting.” 
Few per­ 
sons outside of Washington know 
that their Uncle Sam is engaged in 
selling books and pamphlets; certain­ 
ly those who are on the mailing lists 
of Senators and Congressmen need 
not care, for they Can get almost any 
of the Government publications for 
the 
asking 
and 
without 
postage 
charges. 
But he is in that business, 
nevertheless, and is doing pretty well 
at it, thank you. 


Last Saturday his receipts for the 
sale of books amounted to $500, and 
on Monday, which is usually a dull 
day with the Government book man, 
he sold various printed documents 
and volumes to the amount of $475— 
and got the money. 
During the year 
1907 his sales reached a total of $32,- 
172,88. 
This is a respectable show­ 
ing, as every one will admit, espe­ 
cially when one is told that the first 
year the Government book store was 
in 
business, 
1896, 
the 
receipts 
amounted to only $889,90. From the 
way the sales are growing the Super­ 
intendent hopes to see the grand to­ 
tal of 190S pretty close to the $60,- 
000 mark. 


All Sales «Velvet.« 


The chief beauty of the business at 
the Government book store is the 
fact that it is all “velvet,” or profit. 
The stock costs nothing, if you look 
at it from the point of view of the 
Superintendent of Documents, for it 
is 
continually 
accumulating, 
and 
would accumulate anyway, whether 
the book store was running or not. 
Every copy of the Congressional Rec­ 
ord, every farmers' bulletin issued by 
the Department of Agriculture, every 
report, document, book, map, chart 
or leaflet of whatever kind, sort or 
description that comes off the great 
presses in the Government Printing 
Office is shipped to the Superintendent 
of Documents. These copies are sent 
to him by the hundred thousand, and 
they remain on the shelves or in the 
monstrous pigeon holes of the old 
gray building at North Capitol and 
H streets until they are called for by 
some official who has the right to 
call, are given away to libraries or 
churches, or are sold dirt cheap by 
the book man. 


Few persons either in or out of the 
Government service have any con­ 
ception of the number of books and 
papers that are stored away in some 
of the old Washington buildings. The 
annual report of William L. Post, 
Superintendent of Documents, which 
has just left the printer, shows that 


at the close of 1907 there were 3,« 
065,002 books and pamphlets on 
hand. 
During the twelve months of 
1907, 642,599 books had been dis­ 
tributed to libraries, and under the 
exchange or clearing house plan that 
has been put in vogue the Superin­ 
tendent received in his* turn 407,716 
books. 
“This,” says the Superin­ 
tendent in his 
report, “represents 
only a small part of the accumulation 
which the libraries are desirous of 
turning over, but which up to this 
time we have been unable from lack 
of sufficient competent help or stor­ 
age space to receive.” 


Some Libraries a Nuisance. 


Under the statute which governs 
the distribution of public documents, 
which of course refers to books, maps 
and all other sorts of printed matter, 
the Superintendent shall “sell at cost 
any public document the distribution 
of which is not specifically directed 
in the law.” That distribution which 
is directed applies to the quota al­ 
lowed ^Senators and Members of Con­ 
gress, the number that may be called 
for by the heads of departments and 
those that are sent to the various li­ 
braries throughout the country. 
All 
public libraries are on the free list, 
as are also all libraries that are con­ 
nected 
with 
schools, colleges and 
other educational institutions. 


Mr. Post has done his utmost to 
spread this good news among the 
library officials of the country, but it 
is apparent that his efforts have not 
been entirely successful. “It is some­ 
what disconcerting,” he writes in his 
report, “to correspond almost weekly 
with certain libaries, furnish them .in­ 
structions relative to the supply of 
books and do all in our power to con­ 
vince them the proper place to apply 
for public documents or for informa­ 
tion concerning them is this office, 
and then have -them write to a mem­ 
ber of Congress or their Senator re­ 
questing him to intercede^ with this 
ofllce in order to secure the receipt of 
something desired, or, worse still, ad­ 
dress their communications to the 
Public Printer or the Librarian of 
Congress, causing extra clerical labor 
to those already overburdened offi­ 
cials. 


“One startling instance of unpar­ 
donable ignorance was revealed by 
the return of a question circular from 
a library which had been a depository 
since 185 8, and had been receiving 
the usual shipments and invoices ever 
since that date, with the statement 
that so far as they knew they were 
not a depository, and that if they^ 
were, 'When and by whom were they 
designated?' 
In such an instance 
words are useless, but this case is 
cited as an extreme of which there 
are many alike in kind, if not in de­ 
gree.” 


If the book dealers of the country 
were able to employ the United States 
mail and work it as hard as they 
pleased without paying postage they 
might reduce the price of their wares 
to a considerable extent. Uncle Sam's 
book store has the postal service at 
its back and uses it all the time. 
If 
the Postmaster-General has any ob­ 
jection to the program he has not yet 
voiced it; and even if he had, he 
would not say so, for the law makes 
him the drayman for the Superin­ 
tendent of Documents. Last year, for 
instance, the big book store sent to 
the 
postoffice 
175,000 
packages, 
which weighed “approximately 500 
tons,” according to Mr, Post's Inter­ 
esting report. 
The greatest part of 
this tremendous bulk was carried as 
registered mail. 
By using the post- 
office.the Government book store man 
is able to save the cost of express, 
and, in the city of Washington, the 
wages of messengers and delivery 
boys. If a public official or Congress­ 
man wishes a cer.tain book or docu­ 
ment, presto! it is dropped into the 
mail box on the corner and the meek 
and busy postman must carry it to its 
destination. 


An idea of the almqst limitless va­ 
riety and volume of publications that 
are on sale at the shop of the Super­ 
intendent of Documents may be de­ 
rived from the fact that the catalogue 
contains works on almost every sub­ 
ject under the sun from bread mak­ 
ing to the care of the qhickens, from 
the explorations of 
the Canadian 
glaciers to the attempts on the life 
of the cotton boll-weevil. 
Nearly all 
the farmers' bulletins, which are put 
out by the Agricultural Department 
for the benefit of those who till the 
soil, are sold at five and ten cents 
each. 
The most expensive publica­ 
tion in the entire list of over 3,000,- 
000 publications is “The History of 
the Capitol,” by Glenn Brown, which 
sells for $20. It is a magnificently il­ 
lustrated work in two volumes.

ers from 50 to 200 per cent, accord­ 
ing to tho method of measurement. 


Tho Brussels investigators 
found 
also that tho vegetarians recuperated 
from fatigue far more quickly than 
the meat eaters, a result also found 
in the Yale experiment.

Lightning and Trees. 


A widespread belief is that during 
a thunderstorm safety may bo found 
under a beech tree, and that the dan­ 
ger from lightning is fifteen times 
as great under a rescincus tree and 
fifty times as great under an oak. Dr. 
A. W. Borlhwick, the British natural­ 
ist, finds this view to be entirely with­ 
out foundation. 
The beech is not 
avoided by lightning, which selects 
one species as readily as another, but 
tthe taller trees in a neighborhood 
appear to be the ones 
liable to be 
struck. 
The effects of lightning al­ 
so are commonly misunderstood. The 
cells of a tree are not ruptured or 
torn by the formation of steam, as so 
often 
stated, but 
they collapse 
or 
shrink 
up, 
without tearing. 
The 
roots seem to escape damage.
